im rney Cannon of Danville, IIL, is 
still Speaker of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, but he lost today the a n ­ 
cient prestige the weapon of th at of­ 
fice when the allied republican in ­ 
surgents and dem ocrats took from 
him not only the chairm anship of, 
but even m em bership In. the all-pow ­ 
erful com m ittee on Rules, the chief 
asset in his stock of power. 
Amid scenes of the wildest disor­ 
der, for the like of which one m ust 
go back to the exciting days ju st 
prior to the Civil W ar, perhaps even 
those tim es m ight not duplicate it; 
the veteran speaker, alm ost 74 years 
old, stood erect and defiant, his head 
“bloodied but unbowed.” And a t the 
end, when a big Texas dem ocrat ac­ 
cepted the speaker s daring challenge 
and introduced a resolution to fling 
him out of the speakership, the re­ 
publicans, with few' exceptions, ra l­ 
lied 
with

jority of the House of Representatives 
over Speaker Cannon and the Rules

CANNON'S STATEMENT IN RULING. 


Speaker Cites Precedents and Re- 


fers to Simllur Question. 


Washington, March 21.—In sustain- 


ing the point of order against the 
consideration of the resolution 
of 


Representative Morris looking to a 
reorganization of the Rules Commit- 
tee, 
Speaker Cannon announced his 


reasons In a, typewritten statement. 
He began by referring to the fact 
that he had been criticised for be- 
ing slow to rule, but explained that 
:his, was because the question had 
leen brought so unexpectedly upon 
the attention of the house. This, he 
said, had been done in a "revolution- 
ary manner," rendering it of "such 
transcendent importance to the fu- 
ture procedure of the house that the 
fullest, even the most protracted dis- 
cussion, seemed justifiable." In no 
other manner could the most com- 
plete information be brought to the 
consideration of tile question and in 
no other way could the large partici- 
pation of the ' membership of 
the 


house be assured. He said the ques- 
tion of-constitutional privilege in the 
house bad not been reviewed" and 
the principles governing it had not 
been 
questioned for 
many years. 


Those principles, he said, were rela- 
tively simple. 


Functions of House. 


"It has been held always," he 


went on, "that the ordinary legisla- 
tive duties and function in the house, 
exercised by authority of the Con- 
stitution, must proceed according to 
the order prescribed by the rules. 
The Inference that the Constitution 
says that the house shall have pow- 
er to tlay taxes, regulate commerce, 
make naturalization laws, coin mon- 
ey, establish postofflces, create courts 
support armies and a navy, etc., has 
not given these subjects when em- 
bodied in bills any right to disturb 
the order of business provided by 
the rules. 
The very object of the 


rules is to provide an orderly way 
for considering those and other sub- 
jects entrusted to the house's judg- 
ment. 


'To give all those subjects con- 


stitutional privilege would be to es- 
tablish constitutional chaos in the 
iouse. 


'There were 
certain 
functions 


which the Constitution enjoins Con- 
gress to do and for the doing of 
which it fixed the time. Among these 
was the one that congress shall 'pro- 
vide for a census of population and i 
apportionment 
of 
representatives.

These developments also show the 


shallowness ot-the pretension 
that 


there is a wide distinction between 
"the man and the system," as was 
contended by the 
insurgents 
who 


joined the reactionaries in the vote 
against declaring the speakeiship va- 
cant. Mr. Cannon's great power is 
not derived from the fact that he 
absolutely controls the committee on 
rules, but he controls the rules com- 
mittee so completely because of the 
great power which is vested in him 
in many other ways—notably, the 
power to stack committees for or* 
against important legislation. Wit'i 
such a power lodged in the speaker 
of a great legislative body, the critic- 
ism of Cannon is that by reason of 
his Ideals and affiliations he is un- 
fitted for the place, and the house cry 
against him has been based upon the 
character of this man so clothed 
with great responsibility.

Speaker Cites Precedents «nd 
He 


fers to SiniHur Question. 


Washington, March 21.—In sustain- 


ing the point of order against the 
consideration of the resolution 
of 


Representative Norris looking to a 
reorganization of the Rules Commit- 
tee, 
Speaker Cannon announced his 


reasons in a typewritten statement. 
He began by referring to the fact 
that he had been criticised for be- 
ing slow to rule, but explained that 
this, was because the question had 
been brought so unexpectedly upon 
the attention of the house. This, he 
said, had been done in a "revolution- 
ary manner," rendering it of "such 
transcendent importance to the fu- 
ture procedure of the house that tho 
fullest, even the most protracted dis- 
cussion, seemed justifiable." In no 
other manner could the most com- 
plete information be brought to the 
consideration of the question and in 
no other way could the large partici- 
pation of the • membership of 
the 


house be assured. He said the ques- 
tion of-constitutional privilege in the 
house had not been reviewed" and 
the principles governing jt had not 
been 
questioned for 
many years. 


Those principles, he said, were rela- 
tively simple. 


Functions of House. 


"It has been 
aeld always," he 


went on, "that the ordinary legisla- 
tive duties and function in the house, 
exercised by authority of the Con- 
stitution, must proceed according to 
the order prescribed by the rules. 
The inference that the Constitution 
says that the house shall have pow- 
er to tlay taxes, regulate commerce, 
make naturalization laws, coin mon- 
ey, establish postoffices, create courts 
support armies and a navy, etc., has 
not given, these subjects when em- 
bodied in bills any right to disturb 
the order of business provided by 
the rules. 
The very object of the 


rules is to provide an orderly way 
for considering those and other sub- 
jects entrusted to the house's judg- 
ment. 


To give all those subjects con- 


stitutional privilege would be to es- 
tablish, constitutional chaos in the 
house, 


"There were 
certain 
functions 


which the -Constitution enjoins Con- 
gress to do and for the doing of 
which it fixed the time. Among these 
was the one that congress shall 'pro- 
vide for a census of population and 
apportionment 
of 
representatives. 


Therefore in the tenth year bill to 
mate the required provision have 
been admitted without regard to tlie 
requirement 
of the rules. Whether 


that construction proceeded too far 
when the constitution gave a year 
within which to perform the duty was 
a matter as to which there might 
be doubt. But for thirty years the 
practice hae been unvarying. Hence 
when confronted with the question, 
this week, the'Chair had followed the 


practice of the house as he would 
obey every rule, without questioning 
the wisdom that originally created 
It." 


He then proceeded: 
"Today, however, the Chair is ask- 


ed to permit a proposition for a new 
rule to come in, although the rules 
prescribing the order of business re- 
quire us to proceed to others matters, 
and it is claimed that the chail- wouM 
be justified i-n doing this because the 
Constitution says that ea-ch house 
may determine the rules of its pro- 
ceeding-."

Washington, 
March 
21.—Joseph 


Guerney Cannon of 'Danville, 111., is 
still Speaker of the House o£ Repre- 
sentatives, but he lost today the an- 
cient prestige the weapon of that of- 
fice when the allied republican in- 
surgents and democrats took from 
him not only the chairmanship of, 
but even membership in, the all-pow- 
erful committee on Rules, the chief 
asset in his stock of power. 


Amid scenes of the wildest disor- 


der, for the like of which one must 
go back to the exciting days just 
prior to the Civil War, perhaps even 
those times might not duplicate it; 
the veteran speaker, almost 74 years 
old, stood erect and defiant, his head 
"bloodied but unbowed." And at the 
end, when a 'big Texas democrat ac- 
cepted the speaker'? daring challenge 
and introduced a resolution" to fling 
him out of the speakership, the ve- 
publlcains, with few exceptions, ral- 
lied 
with almost 
unbroken party 


front and gave him a vote which al- 
most offset the "repudiation of Can- 
nonism:"
